Important information for photographers travelling to Africa 

We have been informed by a well-wisher that the vaccination requirement for travelling to Africa 
has been changed. Earlier, it was mandatory to take Yellow Fever vaccination only but now one 
has to take Polio [oral) vaccination too.

This information has been given to avoid disappointment later since the concerned authorities in 
Africa are empowered to either quarantine you or send you back to India if these requirements are 
not met.

Canon Inc. has plans to set up 
automated manufacturing production 
systems in domestic factories for digital 
cameras by 2018 to reduce production 
costs by 10% to 20%. As per the plan, 
machines will be placed on assembly 
lines. From lens to components to 
finished products, ever 3 d:hing will be 
produced in the 4 plants of Japan. The 
company estimates that the assembly 
costs will be halved to a great extent. 
Canon will put in about 13 billion yen [ 
US$104} to create such a technology. A 
laboratory will be set up on the grounds 
of Oita factory that manufactures parts 
for SLR cameras. The laboratory is 


expected to begin its operations by the 
end of next year. 

Approximately 500 engineers will 
work on creating robots to take over 
the jobs of assembly line workers. 
Canon will find jobs for the displaced 
workers. 

In the past too. Canon eliminated 
the human element from the 
manufacturing of key lens components 
in 2013 but skilled hands were 
required for tasks such as assembling 
delicate electrical components, model- 
dependent outer casings and so forth. 


Digital cameras contribute about 800 
billion yen to the revenue earned by Canon. 
This is nearly one-fifth of the total sales. 
The company is leading the market with a 
30% share though the market is shrinking 
and the price competition is increasing. 

The idea to automate portrays Canon's 
attempt to find a new pattern for domestic 
factories. Digital camera plants in China 
and Taiwan like the ones in Japan are 
incurring problems like shrinking labour 
pool, rising personnel costs etc. The 
company aims to set up a manufacturing 
network that can deal with aspects like 
exchange rates and wages.

arm, Canon Marketing 
Japan declared its financial 
performance for the first six months 
of 2015. A 35% decrease was posted 
for net profit at 5 billion yen to total 
revenue of 314 billion yen, down 4.3%. 
The profit in operation was 8.5 billion 
yen, a 31.9% decline. The company 
posted a 5.4% decline for the first 
quarter of the imaging business. The 
revenue declined to 78.6 billion yen 
with a 42% fall of interchangeable 


lens cameras, which rose to 53% in Q2 
focusing on EOS 7D Mark 11 and entry- 
level models. Therefore the the first 
6-months sales dropped by 9%. 

In Ql, the compact models declined by 
23% while in Q2, a 12% gain was noted. 
Therefore, for the first six months, the 
revenue declined by 12%. 

Inkjet printer unit sales went down by 
30% and ink cartridge sales noted a 
decrease of 23%. The total sales value 


decreased by 28%. In Q2, inkjet printer 
sales rose to 5% thus in the first six 
months, 14% down. The company 
has estimated its imaging sales to 
be 186 billion yen. Interchangeable 
lens cameras will record a 2% gain 
whereas lens-mounted compact models 
will drop by 8% from an estimate 
of 6%. The company further stated 
that mid-class digital cameras priced 
around 100,000 yen and up along with 
maintenance service for photocopiers 
will continue to be favourable.

Camera manufacturers, in recent times, have 
been hit badly by the rise of smartphones. 

The digital compact camera market which 
accounted for a fair share of the profits of the 
camera companies is now virtually dead at 
the lower end of the market. Amongst leading 
camera manufacturers, only Sony, Samsung 
and Panasonic make or market smartphones. 

No wonder, therefore, that the camera 
companies have been looking for ways in 
which they can ride on the back of the success 
of smartphones. First off the block was Sony 
with its lens-style camera. With the Sony, you 
attach a lens to the back of your mobile phone 
to create something which is more of a camera 
than a phone. Sony today has three models in 
its range - the QXl, the QXIO and the QXIOO. 
In all these models, a smart lens is connected 
to the smartphone via Wi-Fi and/or NFC. 

The screen used is a smartphone screen. Also, 
images can be edited and processed directly 
on the smartphone. The disadvantage is that 
the camera is effectively without any buttons 
or dials. 


Olympus was next to follow and 
announced the AIR AO I interchangeable 
lens camera. Olympus’ AIR AO I appears 
to be a Micro Four Thirds adaptation of the 
Sony concept. Olympus has made the camera 
more user friendly and a host of specialist 
applications will be available with the 
AIR AOI. 

Panasonic has done some reverse engineering 
by producing the CM I which is actually 
a smartphone with a high quality camera 
embedded in it. The sensor used by Panasonic 
is a large I” sensor and therefore the camera 
promises high quality images. Panasonic, 
however, has been very cautious with the 
CMl and has limited its introduction to select 
countries like Japan, UK and the US. 

We expect more such introductions from 
other camera majors in the near future but 
most of them currently are in the nature of 
‘work in progress’. Better versions are on the 
anvil and should hit the market over the next 
12 months. |SP

Blue Tiger Butterflies 

This butterflies image comes to us 
from Ullas B. T. from Bangalore. Ullas, 
let me try to reason out the camera 
settings you have used. You have used 
the 70-300mm lens at 300mm setting 
to get a larger image [at 300mm you 
also get less DOF). You used the lens 
wide-open at f/5.6 [because of low 
light; but this further reduces the 
DOF). The combination of the wide- 
open aperture and the longer focal 
length is the reason that the butterflies 
are not sharp from edge to edge. 

Also, most lenses do not offer good 
sharpness when used wide open. 

/// were you, 1 would have used a 
macro lens, provided 1 had it with me 
at that time. Whether a macro lens 
or not, 1 would have used f/8 for a 
better DOF and overall sharpness. Of 
course, 1 would have had to increase 
the ISO to 1000 instead of the ISO 500 
that you have used, which would have 
marginally increased the digital noise. 
And finally, 1 would have used a tripod 
since l/30sec is too low a shutter 
speed for hand-held photography, 
especially at 300mm focal length. 

As it stands, the only thing that 1 could 
do was adjust the Levels in Photoshop 
[which has slightly improved the 
contrast) and sharpen the image 
locally using the Sharpen Tool. Global 
sharpening was not applied because 
that would have also increased the 
noise in the background.

The Waterfall 

This picture is sent to us by Satyajeet 
Sethi from Odisha. He is a beginner 
and admits that the framing of his 
picture is poor. He wants to know 
how this picture could have been 
better captured. He also asks "what 
are the parameters 1 should consider 
while taking these kind of shots?" 

Accepting our flaws is the first step 
to improvement and success. +1 
to you! 1 also like the fact that you 
used a slow shutter speed to convey 
movement to the water. 



Edited 


Some areas of your picture are 
overexposed. If I were you, 1 would 
have taken the help of the camera 
histogram, which would have given 
me a fair idea of the exposure. If you 
still have this image on your memory 
card, insert the card back into the 
camera and view its histogram. You 
will see a spike on the right of the 
histogram, indicating that some areas 
of the picture are overexposed. 


From the shadows under the rocks, 

1 can see that you photographed the 
scene when the sun was high up 
in the sky. Top lighting is not very 
flattering and should be generally 
avoided. Side lighting would have 
been preferable. And when it comes 
to waterfalls, soft to medium-soft 
light will ensure that highlights are 
not overexposed. 


Composition [framing] plays a very 
important role. Please see the edited 
image. You placed the waterfall in the 
center of the frame, which could have 
been avoided. 1 cropped the picture in a 
way that places greater emphasis on the 
main element in the frame - the waterfall. 
1 sharpened the image and also toned 
it down in Photoshop, which definitely 
improves the overall feel of the picture.

Barrel Distortion 

This scene of the river Ganges taken 
at Fairlie ghat, Kolkata, has been sent 
to us by Sayatani Das. She realises 
that the image suffers from barrel 
distortion [observe the level of the 
water; it is bulging outwards at the 
centre). She asks "How should I deal 
with it while taking pictures with 
thisl0-18mm lens?" 

Sayatani, before we discuss a solution 
to the problem of barrel distortion, 
please keep in mind that the setting 
sun should not have been placed in 
the horizontal centre of the frame. 
Use the 'Rule of the Thirds' to guide 
you in regards to the placement of 
the sun. Also, if you observe very 
carefully, the horizon in the original 
image is tapered - it is leaning 
slightly to the right. 


2. Go to Filter and click on Lens 
Correction. 

3. When the Lens Correction dialogue 
box opens, you will notice that 
Photoshop has found the Lens Profile 


Lines can be put On/Off if required. 

5. You may, if you like, boost the colour 
saturation a bit as I have done in the 
edited image. 


Most wide-angle lenses suffer from 
barrel distortion. It is possible to 
correct for this, but the cost of the 
lens would increase tremendously. 
Hence it is easier [and cheaper) to 
correct for barrel and pincushion 
distortion using Photoshop. 

1. Open the image in Photoshop. 
Correct for the leaning horizon line 
using whatever method you are 
familiar with. 
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Note: In the printscreen, 
in the Lens Profiles at 
the right, the camera is 
mentioned as Canon EOS 
SOD whereas the camera 
used is EOS 600D. This 
is possible because the 
profile for 600D is not yet 
included. This probably 
means that the automatic 
correction has been done 
using the SOD profile 
instead of 600D. |SP

Image Quality 

I have observed that some 
photographers use Hasselblad 
cameras for wedding photography 
and get razor-sharp images. Is it 
possible to get similar quality of 
images using the best Nikon or 
Canon cameras with the best lenses 
like 'Otus' and by using the best 
photographic techniques?

There's no two ways about it - the 
Hasselblad is a superb camera and 
Hasselblad lenses are amongst the 
best. Besides their high quality lenses, 
the larger size film/sensor also play a 
very important role in their exceptional 
image quality. But that does not mean 
that one can not get comparable results 
using the best of Canon or Nikon [as 
well as other leading brands] cameras. 

1 would risk my neck to say that, using 
high-end full-frame 35mm cameras 
with top-end lenses, one can get image 
quality that would be indistinguishable 
from that of the Hassy, as long as one

does not go overboard on the print 
size. 1 think the majority of wedding 
pictures are not larger than 8x12" or 
thereabouts. With correct exposing

matches that from 
the Hasselblad.

Want to Upgrade 

I am a beginner in photography. I 
love doing landscapes and macros. 

I want to upgrade from a phone 
camera because of its comparatively 
high noise level even at low ISO, fixed 
aperture, and no manual control. My 
choice is a Nikon D3300 with AF-S 
18-55mm VRII and AF-S 55-200mm 
VR. 

1. 1 want to know if this entire kit is a 
good choice for me. 
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1. Yes, as a beginner, the kit you mention 
will be good enough for you. 

2. Money being no problem, one can 
always opt for a better system. But 
a better system is also likely to be 
more complicated to use! 1 know of 
photographers who have bought very 
expensive equipment [because they 
have the money), but are unable to 
produce the kind of images they thought 
they would produce just by having more 
advanced equipment! 

Once you are able to produce good 
images with the above mentioned basic 
kit, and if you find the camera lacking in 
some features that you just got to have, 
you may consider an upgrade. 


AF-S,AF-C? 

I am a beginner in photography. 

I have a Nikon D-SLR. What is the 
difference between AF-S, AF-C?

AF- S [Single Servo Autofocus) refers 
to Autofocus, Single shot. You select 
a single autofocus point [almost all 
cameras these days allow you to choose 
the AF point within the viewfinder), 
align it to the subject and half-press the 
shutter release button. Once autofocus is 


achieved, focus will lock. Unless the focus 
is locked, the shutter will not release. An 
AF confirmation LED will light up in the 
viewfinder/LCD. You can then press the 
shutter release button all the way down 
to take the shot. If the subject moves 
before you take the shot, you lift the 
finger off the shutter release button and 
re-align the AF point on the subject and 
re-press the shutter release button till 
you get the AF lock confirmation. You 
can then press the button all the way 
down to take the shot. 

This mode is good to use for stationary 
subjects or subjects that move very 
slowly. 

AF- C [Continuous Servo Autofocus) 
refers to Autofocus, Continuous. In this 
mode, the camera continues to autofocus 
as long as you keep the pressure on the 
shutter release button. The focus never 
locks [and you can actually take the 
shot even if the subject is not in focus!). 
Some Nikon D-SLRs also have what is 
called Dynamic AF and Predictive Focus 
Tracking. If the subject moves before 
you can press the shutter release button 
all the way down to take the shot, and 
if you have enabled Dynamic AF, the 
camera will track the subject as it moves 
from one sensor to another across the 
frame. If the subject moves towards 
you. Predictive Focus Tracking steps in. 


It calculates the distance the subject 
will move between the first press of the 
shutter release button and the actual 
opening of the shutter and focuses on 
the spot where the subject will be when 
the shutter actually opens. 

Understanding autofocus - how and 
why it works - in its entirety, is much 
more complex than what's mentioned 
above. 

Overly scared! 

I love to see photographs of 
raindrops on flowers and leaves but 
1 am horrified with the idea of taking 
my camera out during the rainy 
season. Do other photographers 
really risk their cameras in the rain? 
How do they manage to photograph 
those lovely water droplets? 

There is really no reason to be unduly 
scared about rain water damaging your 
camera, as long as you take reasonable 
care. Carry a large plastic bag and if 
you are caught unawares, just cover the 
camera with the bag. To be doubly safe, 
wear an oversized raincoat which can 
also cover the camera when necessary. 
Some of the best pictures are shot 
during the rains and by staying indoors, 
you may be missing out on some great 
opportunities. 



Any lens that allows you to 
focus very close or a macro lens 
would be ideal. Frame the water 
droplets [presumably on a leaf 
or flower) and focus carefully. 
Manual focus and Aperture 
Priority is suggested. Select an 
aperture depending on the zone 
of sharpness you want - narrow 
aperture for greater depth 
of field; wider aperture for 
shallower DOF. But keep an eye 
on the shutter speed the camera 
selects. Ideally, for hand-held 
photography, the shutter speed 
should be at least the reciprocal 
of the effective focal length. This 
means that if you are using a 
90mm macro lens for example 
and you are using a APS-C 
sensor camera, the effective 
focal length would be 1.5x/1.6x 
for Nikon/Canon cameras 
respectively. Your shutter 




speed should be in accordance to this 
guideline, though there is no harm in 
having a faster shutter speed. If at the 
required aperture, the shutter speed 
falls below the recommended level, 
you can increase the ISO sensitivity as 
needed. 

A simple trick often employed is to 
add a little glycerine to a glass of water 
and spray this solution on the flowers/ 
leaves. Because of the glycerine, the 
water droplets will stay put for a longer 
time and make life easier for you. 

Getting Rid of People 
in a Scene 

If I remember right, some years ago 
you gave us a method of eliminating 
people from a scene. Though I have 
most of earlier SP magazines, I 
somehow don't seem to have the one 
that described the method. Could 
you please explain again?

Wide-angle images 
not sharp? 

I could be wrong but I have noticed 
that pictures taken with ultra wide- 
angle lenses, though with greater 
depth of field, are not as sharp as 
those taken using telephoto lenses. 
Would you agree?

Under certain circumstances, it may be 
possible for you to get that impression. 
Let's take an example. From the same 
camera position and using identical 
aperture, you photograph a person 
using a 24mm lens and a 200mm lens. 
The person in the wide-angle shot will 
be smaller in size and show more of the 
background, whereas the person in the 
telephoto shot will be larger and may 
hardly show any background. You now 
enlarge the main subject [the person) 
to a same common size. If you do that, 
you would be enlarging the person in 
the wide-angle shot much more than in 
the telephoto shot. In spite of the extra 
DOF with the 24mm lens, the telephoto 
lens picture may appear sharper since 
it would be enlarged to a lesser degree. 


This could possibly give you the feeling 
that you describe. 

Which setting is correct? 

Many photography books and 
magazines show different aperture 
settings for close-up and macro 
shots. Some say to use f/4 while 
some say to use something like f/11. 
Which is correct?

Depending on what you wish to convey, 
both could be right! When shooting 
macro and using wider apertures [like 
f/4 or even f/2.8), you can restrict the 
depth of field to emphasise a part of 
the subject. For example, using a wide 


aperture, you can keep the eyes and 
head of a caterpillar sharp and blur the 
remaining body. You could focus sharply 
on a particular petal of a flower and 
blur the remaining flower for a creative 
effect. But if you wish to have the entire 
caterpillar sharp, or the entire flower 
sharp, you may need a narrow aperture 
like f/11 or f/16. 

Do keep in mind that when a macro 
lens is used very close to a subject, DOF 
is shallow even at narrow apertures. 
When shooting a landscape at f/16 for 
example, the DOF will be enormous, 
but the same lens at the same aperture 
will have low DOF with a very close-by 
subject. |SP

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technique. To experiment and make 
errors is the best way to learn. I have 
seen amateurs, who are afraid that 
they will not take pictures properly 
and go through a lengthy learning 
curve. 1 always wanted to go out 
and experiment more and get as 
many bad pictures as possible to 
review them later. This helped me 
master the technique with deep 
understanding of the math and science 
in conceptualising an image. 
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What are your sources of inspiration? 

Sometimes, inspiration comes naturally 
and the rest of the times, one has to 
work his or her way around. In my 
humble opinion, inspiration cannot be 
created if one does not take the time 
and allow it to develop. The idea of 
taking pictures until something happens 
just does not work. One has to create 
the atmosphere. In my case, my family 
was my first source of inspiration. For 
several years, 1 photographed only the 


family. Then came my business related 
travels. Working with my clients across 
the globe gave me opportunities to 
travel frequently and see different 
things, places and absorb their unique 
culture. This was a big source of 
inspiration. Nature is another source of 
inspiration. Recently, 1 spent a week at 
Death Valley National Park in California. 
The surroundings were so beautiful that 
1 had to photograph their beauty. When 1 
was also a part of a photographer's club

After photographing quite a bit in 
Denmark, Germany and Italy, 1 want to 
take pictures of Santorini in Greece. It is 
a beautiful location. Some of the points 
1 consider while selecting a location are 
accessibility, scenic beauty, ease of travel 
and safety. 

How many times have you been able to 
photograph a location just the way you 
imagined the picture? 

Some destinations are easy while others 
require a lot of effort. Photographing 
Manorala in Italy was quite challenging. 
One shot took me about 10 hours. 1 am 
perfectly alright with not putting my 
camera down till 1 get a picture the way 
1 visualise it to be.

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Eight abodes of Lord

Begin your Ganesh Utsav festival fervour with 
a pilgrimage of the eight Ganesha temples in 
Maharashtra, better known as the Ashtavinayaka. 
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Irom end August and around 
I September, the Ganesh Utsav 
festival fervour picks up. On this 
auspicious occasion, it would be a 
good idea to take the blessings of the 


elephant God, Lord Ganesha, by taking 
an Ashtavinayaka yatra or pilgrimage 
covering the eight ancient temples 
of Ganesha. Of the eight temples, six 
are located around Pune and two are 


in Raigad district. All the idols are 
Swayambhu or 'self-manifested' but 
the form of each idol varies. So let's get 
to know more about the tour which, 
usually takes around three days. 
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Mayureshwar of 
Morgaon: 

Located about 55 km from 
Pune and along Karha River in 
Morgaon [with 'Mor' meaning 
Peacock and 'Gaon' meaning 
village], this temple looks more like 
a fort since it is made of black stone 
and surrounded by a massive 50-feet 
tall wall. This temple is unique since 
it has a Nandi [Shiva's bull] statue - 
usually found only in Shiva temples - at 
the temple entrance. 


kx Siddhivinayak of 
H Siddhatek: 

; Situated about 200 km from 
Pune, in Ahmadnagar district 
and on the banks of Bhima 
- river in Siddhatek village, the 
^ Siddhivinayak temple is considered 
to be a very powerful deity. 


Ballaleshwar of Pali: 

Situated about 110 km from 
[ Pune and in Raigad district, the 
I original wooden temple in Pali 
* ' town, between Sarasgad Fort and 
river Amba, was reconstructed 
into a stone temple. The temple's 
• construction is such that for some 
months the sun's rays fall on the Ganesha 
idol during sunrise. This is the only 
temple to be named after Lord Ganesha's 
devotee and the idol here is dressed up 
as a Brahmin. Also, besan ladu is offered 
as prasad here instead of modak. 


Varadvinayak of Mahad: 

This temple is around 80 km from 
Pune and closest to Mumbai. 

' I Varadvinayak means 'the 
/ bestower of boons'. An oil lamp 
[Nandadeep] is said to be burning 
continuously since the 18th 
Century and this may be the only 
temple where devotees are allowed to 
get close to the idol to perform prayers. 




Chintamani of Theur: 

About 22 km from Pune, Theur 
village lies at the confluence of 
Mula, Mutha and Bhima rivers. 
Lord Ganesh as Chintamani 
banishes worries [Chinta] and 
brings peace of mind. 


Girijatmaj of Lenyadri: 

About 95 km from Pune, this is 
the only Ashtavinayaka temple 
to be built on a mountain. The 
temple is the eighth out of the 18 
caves that have been carved out of 
the rock face of Lenyadri mountain, 

The term 'Girijatmaj' is derived from 
Girija [Parvati] and Atmaj [son] meaning 
Ganesha is Parvati's son. The temple 
can be accessed after climbing over 300 
steps. Palanquin services can be availed 
[at a cost] by those who do not wish 
to climb. There is no artificial light in 
the temple but it is illuminated during 
the day by the sun's rays. From the 
temple one can get a panoramic view of 
Pushpavati river and Junnar town. 


Mahaganapati of 
Ranjangaon: 

About 50 km from Pune, the 
temple has been designed in 
such a manner that the sun's 
rays fall directly on the deity. The 
Mahaganapati at Ranjangaon is the 
most powerful representation of Lord 
Ganesh and has 12 arms. 


Vigneshwara of Ozar: 

Around 85 km from Pune, the 
temple in Ozhar town in Junnar 
district is situated on the banks 
of river Kukadi. Lord Ganesha, 
known as Vigneshwara, is the 
'remover of all obstacles' and the 
main idol is flanked by idols of Riddhi 
and Siddhi. 
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To get to all these temples, there are regular bus services from Mumbai and Pune and package tours too 
are organised by private tour operators. So go ahead and enjoy visiting these temples in the vast scenic 
windswept locales of interior Maharashtra. |SP

They wonder as to what has 
gone wrong? 

Curious individuals might turn to 
books, which 1 feel are men's best 
friends. They look at the lighting 
diagrams but yet are unable to 
understand or find out where the 
problem lies! The fact is, they have 
not understood, or not understood 
clearly, the most important thing that 
they need to know - what 1 refer to as 
'the hidden chapter in photography' 

- the 'art of striking the right pose'. 
Knowledge of posing is a must for the 
photographer as well as the model. 

No matter how good or photogenic 
a model may be, or how good her 
makeup and hairstyling is or how good 
your lighting and composition are, if 
she doesn't pose well, the picture is 
bound to lose its charm. 


As explained in one of my earlier 
articles, posing for a model portfolio 
is quite different from posing for 
a product like jewelry, apparels, 
shampoo etc. At the same time, 
the photographer has to be clear 
in his or her mind whether the 
model's clothing is to be used for 
e-marketing, catalogue, calendar for 
a manufacturer/fashion feature or 
an ad campaign for that brand. The 
'shooting language' and posing also 
differ with every purpose. 

To summarize, in a model portfolio 
one has to sell the talents and the 
face of the model, which includes her 
ability and flexibility to gracefully 
carry western/ethnic wear. In case of 
shoots for e-commerce, the pattern, 
colour, fall and details of the dress are 
very important. The picture has to be 
well lit and the client has to opt for 
at least three angles for every outfit. 

In case of a calendar, say 12 sheets, 
the shelf life of every page is 30 days. 
Hence the photographs should be full 
of beauty in all ways. Excellent face, 
perfect lighting, interesting propping 
and styling along with poses that keep 


the viewer spell-bound for a longer 
time. In case of an ad campaign, many 
times the byline is important but the 
pose should not suggest something 
different. The ad has to sell the 'brand' 
of clothes than just a dress. In case of 
fashion features [at times referred to 
as editorial shoots), the photographers 
and models get a lot of liberty in 
creating a concept and executing the 
same. [This may differ with the policy 
of every magazine). They are selling a 
concept or a style or an attitude. Here 
all the details of the dress may not be 
very important, but the overall picture 
should turn the viewer's attention 
to search the brand names in the 
credit lines. 

The whole subject is so vast and deep 
that one can easily write a book on it. 

Instead of providing further 
explanations, let me show you few 
examples of good and bad posing : 

Picture la and lb: Both are shot 
in the same lighting and use the 
same exposure. Picture la shows 
the right way of posing; the hair- 
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light has beautifully highlighted her 
tresses, the frontal soft light along 
with reflectors has given a very even 
tone throughout the picture. But an 
amateur model is likely to make the 
mistake as shown in picture lb. As a 
photographer you need to guide her 
to not tilt her head so much that her 
nostrils become prominent. Observe 
too that because of her head tilt, the 
hair light is spilling on her forehead, 
highlighting the bridge. Care has 
to be taken that lighting arranged 
for a certain pose should not be 
interpreted in a wrong way due to 
faulty posing. 

Picture 2: Prima fascia there is 
nothing wrong with the picture as far 
as lighting or exposing is concerned. 
But, it is not a good picture. The 
left hand of the model is bending 
too much at her wrist in almost an 
inverted 'L shape', making her wrist 
bone too prominent. This has to 
be avoided. 


Picture 3a 
and 3b: Spot 
the difference! 
Invariably, some 
models commit 
this mistake 
while posing. 
Observe how, in 
picture 3a, her 
ear is pressed 
out of shape by 
her own hand! 
Care should be 
taken to avoid 
this. The same 
could also be 
due to some 
prop on which 
she could be 
resting her face, 
be it a wall or a 
pillow. The ear 
should always 
remain free (pic 
3b). It may be 
kept covered

naturally by her hair, accessories, etc. 

Picture 4a and 4b: Lighting was 
arranged for the pose in picture 4a. 
The cut-light was beautifully diffused 
due to the violet fabric, and at the 
same time back-lighting it. This gave 
a vibrant feel to the image. But in 
picture 4b, the model lowered the 
fabric and turned her face slightly by 
few degrees to her right, while sitting 
in the same place. This resulted in a 
very harsh cut-light which further 
spilled on the side of her nose, making 
it a bad picture. 

Picture 5: The cornea [the round 
black, sometimes coloured centre) 
should ideally not be at the extreme 
corners of the eyes. Some sclera [the 
white portion) should be seen on both 
sides of the cornea. A large white area 
only on one side of the cornea looks 
odd, especially if the reflection of a light 
source like a soft box is seen on it. 

Position of the feet for a standing 


model 
Pictures 6a 
to 6g: Avoid 
having the feet 
of any fashion 
model pointing 
to the camera, 
the way shown 
in Picture 6a. 
They have to be 
at least slightly 
asymmetric as 
in picture 6b. 

A slight walking 
kind of a 
position makes 
the model look 
more natural 
in her upper 
torso (pic 6c). 
No matter 
where you ask 
the model to 
look or pose, 
the pressure 
on the legs 
should always 
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be uneven as in picture 6d. This 
gives a better dimension to the body 
language of a model. Picture 6e is a 
similar picture just to show you that 
the weight could be placed on any leg 
but the 'pressure free' leg always has 
to be slightly further away from the 
camera. As shown in picture 6f, one 
can always play around with the feet 
keeping them together similar to a few 
positions of the hands of a clock. Pic 
6g the model has crossed the 
legs, this works very well in western 
outfits and ethnic wears. But please do 
not try this when the model is wearing 
a saree. 

Catalogue Poses 

Pictures 7a to 7h: Do not pose any 
model as shown in picture 7a for any 
catalogue or e commerce purpose. 

The hair in front hides the pattern on 
her dress and will be unacceptable 
to any manufacturer. Picture 7b is 
one of the most popular pose in all 
fashion catalogues since it covers all 
the plus-points a manufacturer may 
need to sell his product. Picure 7c to 
7h shows variations in poses for the 
same product. Hence while shooting 
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for a catalogue, you can use these pictures as a 
posing chart for giving variety to the clients 
and not make all the photos in the catalogue 
look similar. 

Picture 8: A side-angle view can make a model 
look much slimmer. 

Picture 9 is a pose more acceptable in a model 
portfolio - it shows how a new model can pose 
with ease or be camera friendly. 

Pictures 10a and 10b are more 'concept' 
oriented and would suit well while shooting 
fashion features. 

Besides the above, there are many dos and don'ts 
that one must remember while directing the 
model - never point the knees to the camera, 
never point the elbow straight into the camera.

never have the upper arms pressed against 
the body [the arms will appear fatter) or 
worst is when in this position the models 
tends to face the upper arms towards the 
camera while wearing sleeveless outfit. 
Other guidelines include not to bend too 
much if the model has a tummy, not to wear 
shorts and pose if the thighs are heavy and 
never to tuck the chin down, if the model 
has a double chin etc. The subject is very 
deep and vast. The few tips given above 
would not be enough, but will certainly help 
you to make a good start. |SP

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Getting Rid of 
People in a Scene

I ncluding people in a scene can 
provide a sense of scale. However, 
there could be times when one does 
not want people moving around in 
an otherwise picturesque situation. 
Obviously, you cannot ask the crowd to 
stay away while you take the necessary 
shots. Here's a simple method to 
eliminate the people [or other moving 
elements) from your scene. 

You'll need: 

• A firm tripod 
• A camera, of course 
• Photoshop 

1. Using a tripod mounted camera, 
take at least 5 shots of the same scene 
at identical exposure and composition 
but ensure that the people in the scene 
are constantly moving. Shoot in Raw 
for a better final result, though using 
JPEG will do. 

2. If you notice some people standing 
stationary during some of your shots. 
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take extra shots in which they are 
continuously moving. 

3. Load the images in your computer 
and open Bridge [which is a part and 
parcel of Photoshop). PrintScreen 1 

4. Go to Tools > Photoshop > Load 
Files into Photoshop Layers. 

PrintScreen 2 and PrintScreen 3 

5. Select all layers. 

6. Go to Edit > Auto Align Layers. 
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Select AUTO from the Auto Align 
Layers menu. [This step is not 
mandatory as we have used a firm 
tripod for our shots. Even then, it 
doesn't hurt to be extra careful). 

7. Ensure that all the layers are 
selected. Convert them to Smart 
Objects (Layer > Smart Objects 

> Convert to Smart Objects). 

8. Go to Layer > Smart Objects 

> Stack Mode > Median.

Lightroom - Part 2 

(Library module - Importing and sorting your images] 

Last month's article (Part 1 of the tutorial) described to 
you in detail, the basic features of Lightroom. It also gave 
you a tutorial on how to organise your image library in a 
structured way. Since the latter is very important, 1 will 
give a short summary here. 

R ecall that you have named the 
internal disk and the external 
disk of your computer D: and 
J:. On disk you have created a 
folder Image Master, which will 
store all your images. This is your 
image library. Within this folder 
are sub-folders, Archive_2015-AA, 

Archive_2015-AB etc. Each of these 
folders is limited to about 4.3 GB 
so that they can be backed up on 
a DVD. In our example, the folder 
Archive_2015-AA has several sub- 
folders, with each representing a 
session [example- Mahesh Wedding, 

Trip to Ranthambore_2015-03, 

Vinod Birthday, Zoo Park_2015- 
02-15 and Zoo Park_2015-03-ll 
etc.) Picture 2-1 shows a screen shot 
of the Image Master and it sub- 
folders [Picture 2-1^1). Also shown 
are the sub-folders [Picture 2-1^2) of 
Archive_2015-AA. You are now ready 
to move on. 

The basic screen of Lightroom has 
four panels as in Picture 2-2^1. In the 
middle of all the four sides [Picture 
2-2^2) are little triangles [example ►). 
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Picture 2-1: Screen shot of Image Master and Archive_2015-AA folders. The symbol indicates arrow numbers. 
2-1 1 Sub-folders of Image Master 
2-1 2 Sub-folders of Archive_2015-AA 
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When these are pointing outwards, the 
panels which are areas that contain 
command and other information are 
expanded. If you click on them, they 
will point inwards and the panel will 
be hidden. Lightroom also shows 
commands in a compressed state and 
a small triangle will be present [like ► 
or ◄) next to the item [Picture 2-2^3) 
to indicate this state. Just clicking on 
triangle will expand the contents fully 
and triangle will change to T. 

As you had read in the last month's 
article, you cannot edit images in 
Lightroom unless you import them into 
the Lightroom Catalog. So, the first step 
is to create a catalog and then give it 
a name. This catalog must be on your 
internal disk for speed though your 
image library can be on an external 
disk. Here are the steps for this very 
important stage. 

At the top right side you have a list 
of the modules of light room. Click 
on Library [Picture 2-2^4} as this is 
where you are going to start. 

Let us call our catalog Smart Catalog 
[after your favourite magazine) but 
you can give it any meaningful name. 
Please make sure that whatever name 


you give is well thought out [and free 
of spelling errors) as it is very difficult 
to change it later. 

The commands to create a catalog 
[Picture 2-2^5) are: 

File > New Catalog 

This will open a dialog box on 
your screen [Picture 2-3). In the 
field File Name enter Smart 
Catalog and click on Save. 

Now if you see the directory 
of D: you will find that a folder 
called Smart Catalog has been 
created. If you look in this 
folder, you will find several 
sub-folders and files. Don't 
worry about them. However, 
they are vitally important as 
they are the ones that keep all 
the information regarding edits, 
key words and what not! In 
fact, they contain all the data of 
Lightroom except for the images 
themselves, which are on the 
external disk. Never try to open 
or edit any of the files that are 
in the Smart Catalog folder. 

Now you have created the 
Lightroom Catalog! This is a 
very important step. Next you

First Click on Import [Picture 2-2^6). 
Now on the left panel [Picture 2-4^1), 
choose the folder from where you 
want to import the images into the 
catalog by expanding the folder list 
by clicking on ► which is to the left 
J:). In our case, the path is J:\ Image 
Master\ Archive_2015-AA \Trip to 
Ranthambore_2 015-05 

You can see this entire path clearly 
[Picture 2-4^1). Once the folder is 
chosen, all the importable images in 
the folder are shown as thumbnails 
[Picture 2-4). At this stage you can 
choose to import all the images or only 
some of the images. For the former, 
simply click on Cbeck All [Picture 
2-4^2). 

For the latter select Uncheck All 
[Picture 2-4^2) and then proceed to 
select the images you want by clicking 
on each image [while holding the 
Control key). An alternate method 
is to click on Check All and then 
deselect images that you don't want 
to import, by clicking on each image 


[while holding the 
Control key). In 
this tutorial, 1 am 
going to import all 
the images. 

Next, there are 
two important 
check boxes that 
you need to check 
[Picture 2-4^3). 

• Build Smart 
Previews 

• Don't import 
Suspected 
Duplicates 

The second one 
will obviously 
prevent you 
from importing 
duplicates. 

The first one is 
a rather special 
[see box Smart 
Previews)! 

Since you have 
kept the flies in 
proper locations 
you don't need to 
move or copy them 
to a new location. 
So click on Add 
[Picture 2-4^4) and 
finally on Import 


Smart Previews - A really smart feature! 


As someone who has used computers you must have 
observed that to edit a file, [any file, even a spread sheet) 
it must be present in your system. The file can be on 
your internal disk or an external disk or somewhere else 
but it must be available on-line at the time of editing. 

Now, believe it or not, this is not needed in the case of 
Lightroom. The image file can be on your external disk 
but that disk need not be connected to your computer at 
all, when editing is in progress! This is achieved through 
what is called Smart Previews. Lightroom creates a 
smaller file [around one MB for each image) with all the 
characteristics of the image file and you can get away with 
using this Smart Preview file with a couple of exceptions. 

First, the sharpening command will not reflect the true 
state and second is that you cannot export the image file 
[like create a JPEG) as the image with full pixel count is 
not available. Barring these two, the original image file is 
not required. 

You can create Smart Previews while importing images 
into your Lightroom Catalog [as explained) or can do that 
later too. In the latter case select all the images and then 
go to Library menu [Picture 2-5^4) 

Library > Previews > Build Smart Previews 

You need to build a Smart Preview file only once for an 
image. Once you have created a Smart Preview for an 
image, a white rectangle will appear on the right corner 
of the image thumbnail [Picture 2-5^5). Finally, let me 
reiterate that the process of building Smart Preview files 
takes time. So, be patient!

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[Picture 2-4^5) to start importing the 
images into your catalog. Note that 
the import process will take time 
especially since you are building 
Smart Previews. 

After the import process is over, the 
screen will look as in Picture 2-5. Let 
us quickly look at the panels present 
after the import of images into the 
catalog. The right panel has several 
commands and functions available. At 
this stage 1 must mention that post- 
processing is called development 
in the Lightroom jargon. This is 
the nomenclature that will be used 
hereafter. There is a Quick Develop 
facility [accessible from the right 
panel) within the Library module itself 
but 1 don't recommend using it since 
there is a much more sophisticated 
Develop module available. You will 
see this in great detail in due course. 
However, a lot of useful information 
like metadata, key words etc. is present 
in the right panel. At the top are the 
filters using which you can display 
only the images you want based on 
metadata and various other attributes. 
You can play around and see how they 
operate. 


The middle area where the images 
and thumbnails will appear is called 
the Preview area [Picture 2-5^1). The 
bottom panel is set aside permanently 
for the Filmstrip [Picture 2-5^2), 
where thumbnails are shown. Film 
aficionados will immediately recognize 
its similarity to contact prints or to 
a strip of transparencies placed on a 
light table. You can scroll left or right 
by clicking on ► and ◄ situated at 
either end. 

Just above the Filmstrip are the icons 
to invoke various view modes [Picture 
2-5^3). From left to right these are 
Grid view [this is the one shown in 
Picture 2-5), Loupe View [the selected 
image occupies the full Preview area). 
Comparison [the two selected images 
are shown side by side) and finally the 
Survey View. The last one is very useful 
for choosing images. 

Selecting an image or set of images: 

After you have imported images into 
Lightroom, you need to select an 
image to perform any operation on 
it. To select an image, simply identify 
the thumbnail of the image you 
want to select in the preview area

and click on it. If you want to select 
multiple images, keep clicking on the 
thumbnails of the images you want to 
select while holding the Control key 
down. If the set of images you want 
to select are consecutively displayed, 
then you can click on the first image 
and then on the last image while 
holding the Shift key down. This will 
select the entire block of images. 

When an image is selected, you can see 
the corresponding histogram [Picture 
2-5^6) and below it the exposure data 
and further down the metadata. You 
can change the size of the thumbnails 
appearing in the Preview area by 
moving the Thumbnails slider 
[picture 2-5^7). 
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Deleting unwanted images: Once 
you have imported the images into 
your catalog you might want to 
remove those images that are not up 
to the mark. Lightroom gives various 
ways of doing this but I will describe 
the simplest of all methods. 


First click on Previous Import 
[Picture 2-5^8). This will result in 
only the images imported last. Now, 
click on the left most image of the 
Filmstrip and then select Loupe 
view [Picture 2-5^3). You will now 
see the selected image occupying 
the full Preview area. Do you want 
to keep it or delete it? If you want 
to keep it, do nothing. If want to 
delete it just press the "x" key on the 
keyboard. This will set the image as 
a Reject by attaching a Reject flag. 

If you marked an image as Reject by 
mistake simply press "u" to remove 
the flag. 

Next press the right arrow key on 
the keyboard to move to the next 
image and repeat the process. You 
can quickly go through hundreds 
of images this way. Once you are 
through checking the images, you 
are ready to delete all the images 
that are marked with the Reject flag. 
This can be done very easily through 
Photo Menu [Picture 2-5^9); 


Photo > Delete Rejected Photos 


This will give you three options - 


Cancel, Remove and Delete from 
Disk. 

The first will abort the command and 
the second will remove the images 
from the catalog, but will keep them 
on your disk. The last option will 
remove them from your catalog, delete 
them from your disk and send them to 
the recycle bin. You can choose what 
you want but 1 recommend the latter 
because if the image is useless then 
why keep it and waste disk space? 

Selecting images for development: 

Now that that you have deleted all 
the useless images, what is the next 
step? Do you want to develop all the 
remaining images or only a few. If it is 
the latter, you can perhaps go through 
the images once again and select a 
few for development. Exactly for 
this purpose, Lightroom has what is 
called the Survey view which makes 
this selection process a breeze. First 
select a batch of images [say around 
10) and then invoke the Survey view 
[by clicking on the 4th icon from left. 
Picture 2-5^3). Now these 10 images 
will appear on the screen. If you hover 
the cursor on any image, an X mark 
will appear at the bottom right of the 
image. [Don't confuse this with reject 
flag explained previously - this is 
far more benign)! If you click on this 
the image will disappear. It only just 
disappears, nothing else will happen 
to it. It is still in your catalog - so, don't 
panic. The extra space now available 


is used to redistribute the images 
with bigger size. If you find an image 
is worth developing then keep the 
cursor on the image and press "p". 
This will set the image as a Pick by 
attaching a Pick flag. It simply means 
that you have marked it for future 
use. If you marked an image as a 
Pick by mistake simply press "u" to 
remove the flag. 

Deselect the previously selected 
images now and select another set of 
10 images and continue the process 
till you have marked all the images 
that you want to develop with Pick 
flag. If you want to see only these 
picked images, you need go to the 
filter bar on the top first [Picture 
2-5^10). In case you don't see this 
bar, simply press "\" [backslash) on 
the keyboard and it will appear. Now 
see the three flags [Picture 2-5^11). 
These three represent [from left) - 
Picked Images, Un-flagged Images 
and Rejected Images. If you click on 
the first one, only those images that 
have been picked [meaning that you 
want to develop) will be shown in the 
Preview area. 

You now have a set of images that you 
have picked for developing. Whenever 
you want to start developing, use 
the filter bar and click on the Picked 
Images Flag. This will show only the 
images that have been picked. You 
can select the image you want and 
develop it. |SP 


In this second part of the Lightroom 
Tutorial, you have seen how Lightroom 
and its commands are organised. Also, a 
step hy step approach on how to import 
your image library into Lightroom Catalog 
was explained to you. Other topics covered 
were - creation and use of Smart Previews, 


deleting unwanted images and selecting 
images for developing. I suggest that you 
use this article as a guide and practice the 
creation of your own library and a catalog. 
You can then import this library into the 
catalog. This is the first step for using 
Lightroom.

T he RXlOO IV features similar 
specifications as the RXlOO III, 
but with enhanced features in 
video capture along with Wi-Fi and NFC. 
A new sensor unit promises to provide 
high-speed imaging and faster focussing. 


Capable but Pricey 


Sony's RX-series is regarded as top 
performers in compact cameras. The 
RXlOO and subsequent upgrades consist of 
compacts with a low zoom range, but with 
better features compared to competitors. 
Now Sony has brought out the RXlOO IV 
with enhanced video capabilities. 


Design and Build Quality 

The RXlOO IV looks and feels almost 
identical to the RXlOO III. The outer shell 
has a robust build with a combination of 
metal and engineering plastic. The tiny 
built-in pop-up viewfinder and flash 
fit snugly into their assigned slots. The 
flash springs forward when the flash 
release lever is pulled and stops with a 
thud. Though we favour a slow, carefully 
damped release of flash, we doubt 
whether Sony could have accommodated 
additional gears and springs in this 
little compartment. However, there is 
an inherent flaw that is consistently 
observed in these accessories propped 
on simple hinges — exposed cables or 
circuit strips. And in the case of the 
RXlOO IV, the metal hinge appeared 
to press against these strips when the 
flash is lowered into the slot. A similar 
exposed strip is found in all tilt-only 
LCD screens and the RXlOO IV is no 
exception here too. The lens has a two- 
barrel construction. The camera has a 
metal tripod receptacle. 

Key Features 

The 20.1 megapixel Sony RXlOO IV uses 
a 1.0-inch Type (13.2x 8.8mm) Exmor 
RS stacked CMOS sensor. The sensor 


unit is coupled with a DRAM chip 
for high-speed signal processing. The 
camera uses a BIONZ X image processor. 
The RXlOO IV incorporates a 24-70mm 
equivalent ZEISS Vario-Sonnar T^ 
lens that provides an aperture range 
of f/ 1.8- 11 at the wide-angle end and 
f/2.8-11 at the telephoto end. The lens is 
constructed with 10 elements in 9 groups 
including an Advanced Aspherical 
(AA) element that eliminates spherical 
aberration and improve sharpness. 

The camera uses an optical SteadyShot 
type image stabilisation for still images 
and combines it with electronic 
compensation in the case of movies. 


along with rolling shutter compensation. 

The camera features a vari-angle 3.0 inch, 
1,228,800-dot Xtra Fine TFT LCD, which 
can be tilted up by about 180 degree and 
down by about 45 degree. In addition 
to the LCD, the RXlOO IV has a 0.39- 
inch OLED electronic viewfinder with 
2,359,296 dots. 

Focus modes available are Direct Manual, 
Manual, Single-shot AF (AF-S) and 
Continuous AF (AF-C). The additional 
Direct Manual mode allows you to use 
manual focus to fine-tune focus after 
autofocus has done its job. Focus area 
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options are Wide, Centre, Flexible Spot 
(S/M/L), and Expanded Flexible Spot. 
With Lock- On AF feature enabled, the 
camera locks focus on the desired subject 
and keeps it in focus even if you take 
your finger off the shutter release button 
and move the camera. This feature keeps 
the subject in focus even if it goes out of 
frame momentarily. The camera features 
the usual metering modes — Multi 
Pattern, Centre-Weighted, and Spot. 
Exposure can be compensated up to +!- 
3.0EV in 1/3EV steps. 

ISO Sensitivity can be set from 125 
to 12800 (Extendable to IS080/100) 
with an additional Auto option. White 
Balance can be set to Auto, Daylight, 
Shade, Cloudy, Incandescent, Fluorescent 
(Warm White, Cool White, Day White, 
Daylight), Flash, Custom Temperature, 
Filter, and Custom. Shutter Speed 
ranges from 30 to l/2000sec. Self-timer 
can be set to 10, 5, or 2sec delay for 3 or 
5 consecutive shots. The built-in flash 
has a range of approx. 0.4m to 10.2m at 
the wide-angle end and approx. 0.4m to 


6.5m at the telephoto end with ISO set 
to Auto. Flash modes available are Auto, 
Flash On, Slow Synchro, Rear Sync, 
and Flash Off. Sony has designed the 
flash in such a way that it can be pulled 
back with one finger to enable up to 90 
degree bounce angle. The RXlOO IV 
features Face Detection (up to 8 faces 
can be detected) along with Selected Face 
Memory. 

Shooting modes available are Superior 
Auto, Intelligent Auto, Shutter Priority, 
Aperture Priority, Movie, Manual, Scene 
Selection, Panorama, High Frame Rate 
(HFR), and Scene Selection. Scene 
selection modes include High Sensitivity, 


Night Scene, Night Portrait, Portrait, 
Landscape, Fireworks, Gourmet, Pet, 
Handheld Twilight, Anti Motion Blur, 
Sports Action, Macro, and Sunset. 

The camera allows you to apply filters 
(Picture Effects) such as HDR Painting, 
Rich-tone Monochrome, Miniature, Toy 
Camera, Pop Colour, Partial Colour, Soft 
High-key, Water Colour, Posterisation, 
Retro Photo, Soft Focus, High Contrast, 
Monochrome, and Illustration. 

Still images are recorded in Raw or 
JPEG format with an option to capture 
both simultaneously. JPEG further 
provides compression options of Extra 
Fine, Fine, and Standard. The maximum 


To use advanced features of the RXlOO IV, such as 4K 
recording and High Frame Rate capture, you need to 
use an SDXC Class 10 UHS-I (U3) type card 
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pixel resolution possible is 5472 x 3648 
pixels. In burst mode, you can shoot up 
to 16 frames at a speed of 5.5 frames 
per second. Movies are recorded in 
AVCHD, MP4, or XAVC S format with 
maximum of 4K (3840 x 2160 pixels) 
resolution. 4K videos can be recorded 
for a maximum of 5 minutes. The RXlOO 
IV uses a Memory Stick Duo or SD card 
(not included) for storage, but to use 
advanced features such as 4K recording 
and High Frame Rate capture, you need 
to use an SDXC Class 10 UHS-I (U3) 
type card. 


The camera has a built-in stereo 
microphone featuring wind noise 
reduction along with Hi-Speed USB, 
and Mini HDMI ports. The device also 
features WiFi and NFC. The camera is 
powered by a 1240m Ah Li-ion battery 
pack (supplied), which can be charged 


using USB cable and adapter (supplied). 
The RXlOO IV measures 101.6 x 58.1 x 
41.0mm (W x H x D) and weighs 298g 
with battery and Memory Stick. 

Ergonomics 

The RXlOO IV has a small body, identical 
in dimensions to its predecessor. The 
camera is easy to use and has an intuitive 
interface. People with large hands could 
find the small buttons difficult to operate, 
but can we really complain about this 
small compromise? The tiny EVF is 
difficult to use, but it would help in low- 
light situations to eliminate camera shake. 
Propping up the viewfinder will switch on 
the camera. Images appeared crisp both in 
the viewfinder and the LCD. Information 
display was legible. The camera lacks a 
proper grip, and the body is slippery. 
Hence we would advice users to attach 
and use the wrist strap without fail. 


Performance 

The improvements of the RXlOO IV over 
the RXlOO III are mainly related to 4K 
video recording and high-speed image 
capture. But to enjoy these advantages, 
you need to use an SDXC Class 10 UHS-I 
standard memory card. Unfortunately, 
we did not have this type of card in our 
stock and hence we could not test these 
advanced features. 

Autofocus was fast and precise and 
could lock on to the subject even under 
low light. Out-of-the-box JPEG images 
were sharp, except at f/ 1 1 and this 
remained consistent throughout the 
zoom range. Darkening of corners was 
controlled very well. We did not observe 
darkening even at f/ 1.8 at the wide- 
angle end. The lens eliminated Flare 
and Ghosting, but we observed a tinge 
of purple fringing in strong against-

the-light shots. All metering modes 
performed well as expected. Surprisingly, 
we observed barrel distortion from 
around 55mm up to the telephoto end, 
while there was no distortion at the 
wide-angle end. Images in the LCD and 
viewfinder appeared crisp, though it was 
cumbersome to use the small EVR 

The camera reproduced colours true to 
the original, especially under natural 
light. Slight cast produced under artificial 
light sources were easy to remove in 
post-processing. Native print size was 
12.16 X 18.24 inches at 300 ppi. At 25 
percent of the screen size, images were 
noise-free up to ISO 1600, while slight 
noise was observed at ISO 3200 and 
6400. ISO 12800 was not usable. Viewed 
at 50 percent, noise started to appear 
from ISO 800 onwards. Images were still 
usable up to ISO 6400. At 100 percent 
enlargement, noise appeared from ISO 
400 and the images remained usable up 
to ISO 1600. We would consider this 
good noise control for a compact camera. 

The camera paired easily with a 
smartphone through NFC via the Sony 
PlayMemories app, and we were quite 
satisfied with the remote shooting 
capability.

T he Canon EF 50mm f/1.8 STM 
lens is an upgrade to the 50mm 
f/1.8 11, which has been in 
existence for close to 15 years. The new 
stepper motor is believed to provide 
fast and silent autofocus while full-time 
manual focus feature is certainly going 
to make life easy for the sticklers in 
critical focus. 


Design and Build Quality 

The Canon 50mm STM lens is built 
with a polycarbonate exterior. It has a 
metal mount unlike its predecessors, 
which had plastic mounts. The lens has a 
two-barrel construction. Apart from the 
autofocus switch, there are no controls 
on the lens. The focus ring is at the front 
of the outer barrel and is grooved for 
comfortable operation. 

The filter size is 49mm. The lens has 
dimensions of 69.2 x 39.3mm [Max. 
Diameter x Length) and weighs 159g.

A fast normal lens is what every advanced 
photographer would like to have in his kit. Being 
close in magnification to the human vision, these 
lenses offer a perspective as close to the human 
eye as possible. These are versatile and can be 
used for most imaging needs that do not require 
extreme angles of view. 


Key Features 

The EF 50mm f/1.8 STM lens 
incorporates a Stepper Motor [STM) 
to enable fast and silent autofocus. 

The lens is compatible with all EOS 
camera formats [EOS M with the help 
of an adapter). It is constructed with 
6 elements in 5 groups. The lens has 
special coatings to reduce flare and 
ghosting. It has a 7-blade circular 
aperture that produces circular bokeh 
in shallow depth-of-field images. The 
aperture ranges from f/1.8 to f/22. The 
lens also allows for full-time manual 
focus even in autofocus mode. 

Ergonomics 

The 50mm STM lens is compact and 
lightweight. The lens allows full-time 
manual focus, which is a pleasure to use. 
There is no Depth-of-Field scale or focal 
length window on the lens. The front 
element does not rotate, but it protrudes 
while focussing. The focus ring is quite 
comfortable to operate. 


Performance 

We tested the 50mm STM lens on a 
Canon EOS 6D body. The lens does not 
have internal focussing and hence the 
front element protrudes while focussing. 
Autofocus was fast, though not as fast 
as some of the best lenses we have 
reviewed. The system did not have any 
problem locking on to the subjects, even 
under reasonably low light. The AF 


operation was near-silent, though audible 
to the photographer in a quiet room. 

We observed prominent darkening of 
corners at the widest aperture, vanishing 
at around f/4. Flare and ghosting were 
evident in strong against-the-light shots 
with the lens wide open. The lens also 
produced prominent purple fringing. 

Overall sharpness was impressive. The

Design & Build Quality 

The M.Zuiko DIGITAL 7- 14mm f/2.8 
PRO is very well built, like any 'Pro' lens 
should be. The outer body is all-metal 
construction and so is the lens mount, 
which has eleven gold-plated electrical 
contacts for communication between 
the lens and the body The lens is 
hermetically sealed at 11 locations to 
prevent dust and water spray causing 
damage to the internals. Additionally, by 
design, the lens is freeze-proof too. The 
lens being a Micro Four Thirds design, 
can be attached to any MFT body from 
any manufacturer. The lens weighs 534g.

Key Features 


The lens is constructed with 14 
elements in 11 groups that include 3 
Super Extra-low Dispersion elements 
[Super ED), 1 Extra-low Dispersion 
element [ED), 2 Extra-low Dispersion 
Aspheric elements [EDA), 1 Aspherical 
element and 2 High Refractive index 
elements [HR). These special elements 
help in eliminating/reducingthe various 
aberrations usually found in lenses. 
Additionally, Olympus applies ZERO 
[Zuiko Extra-low Reflection Optical) 
Coat, which they claim, thoroughly 
eliminates flare and ghosting, even 
under backlit situations [Olympus does 
not state which element or the number 
of elements to which the ZERO Coat is 
applied). Olympus also claims that the 
7-14mm f/2.8 PRO is the perfect lens 
to use with the OM-D EM-5 Mark 11 that 
provides 40 magapixel resolution when 
used in the High-Resolution mode. 

The 7- 14mm is not a macro lens; yet it 
is able to focus as close as 7.5cm [< 3") 
from the front of the lens when used at 


the 7mm setting. At this point, the lens 
offers maximum magnification of 0.24x 
[in 35mm terms). Switching from AF to 
MF is really very simple; just pull back 
the focussing ring; push it back for AF. 

On the left side of the lens is a L-Fn 
[Lens Function) button. By default, it is 
set to stop Continuous AF when pressed 
[you might want to do so if something 
comes in-between the lens and the 
subject and you do not wish the lens to 
try and focus on the intruding element). 
The L-Fn button can be programmed to 
set any one of 23 available functions. 

The lens is marked legibly at 7, 8, 9, 10, 
11, 12 and 14mm settings. The zoom 
ring, almost 20mm wide, is well damped 
and is textured for a fine grip. The front 
element is bulbous and hence filters 
cannot be accommodated. A petal-type 
lens hood in built-in and a large front- 
end cap secures the front element from 
dust and damage. 


Ergonomics 

The lens was tested on an Olympus 
OM-D EM-1 body, fitted with the 
Olympus accessory battery grip. The 
7-14mm f/2.8 balanced very well 
though with smaller bodies, especially 
without the battery grip, the front end 
may feel a bit too heavy. The lens was 
easy and comfortable to use. The front 
element does not rotate during zooming 
and focussing, but as mentioned earlier, 
attaching filters is not possible due to 
the bulging front element. 

Performance 

On the OM-D EM-1, autofocussing was 
fast and quiet, though with low- contrast 
subjects, 1 did feel the lens sometimes 
hesitating to autofocus. Images were 
sharp and punchy, but Olympus EM-1 
has too many features and functions. 

It is important to understand and set 
the functions correctly in order to 
obtain top-notch AF performance. 1 am 
mentioning this as many cameras these

days have settings that can confuse the 
user and any wrong or not-the-best- 
setting could possibly be a cause for 
less-than-perfect autofocus. In such 
circumstances, the lens or the lens /body 
combo gets a bad rap. 

Wide open [at f/2.8) at the 7mm setting 
[14mm in 35mm format), the center was 
quite sharp but the corners were slightly 
softer. This was observed at other focal 
lengths too. Stopping down the lens 
to f/4 improved the corner sharpness, 
bringing it closer to the center. 1 felt that 
around f/5. 6 was the 'sweet spot'. With 
ultra-wide-angle lenses, it is difficult to 
critically assess sharpness differences 
due to the tremendous depth of field 
provided by the lens and the format. At 
f/16 and f/22, sharpness dropped due 
to diffraction of light. 

Flare and ghosting was very well 
controlled, though you will notice 
it if you include the sun into the 
frame. There was a hint of chromatic 
aberration, but nothing to really worry 
about [Remember that modern image 
editing software, like Photoshop and 
Lightroom, can easily get rid of CA). 
Darkening of corners was evident at 
wide-open aperture at 7, 8, 9 and to 
some extent, at 10mm settings. Once 
again, modern image-editing software 


can easily correct this situation. 

1 am very happy to say that the Olympus 
M.Zuiko DIGITAL 7-14mm f/2.8 PRO 
lens did not show any [visible) barrel or 
pincushion distortion, even when being 
very close to vertical and horizontal 
lines. That's how a pro lens should be! 

Value for Money 

The M.Zuiko DIGITAL 7- 14mm f/2.8 
PRO lens is available at an MRP of 
Rs.88,980. On the face of it, and 
considering that this is only a 2x zoom, 
you might consider the lens to be 
expensive.

Canon has established itself as a complete 
imaging company with capability to 
manufacture sensors, processors, lenses 
and cameras along with printers and 
scanners. On our test bench we have the 
Pixma E560 home multifunctional device. 


A t Smart Photography, we have 
been very strict about our 
review requirements and hence 
have always insisted on reviewing 
only serious photography and imaging 
products. But this time, the Canon 
representative claimed that the E560 
is capable of good photo reproduction 
and insisted that it is very economical. 

Design and Build Quality 

The E560 has an engineering plastic 
exterior. Since it is a budget home 
printer, the build quality is not as 
impressive as the professional and 
semi-professional models. The flatbed 
scanner cover is predictably very 
fragile, because of variable-height 
hinges that enable scanning of thick 
media such as books. The printer has 
five buttons and the functions are 
clearly labelled. The cartridges are 
easy to replace, but there is no way to 
confirm that they have been installed 
properly, unlike in professional models 
which have LEDs on their cartridges for 
confirmation.

Performance 

The Canon E560 was thrusted upon 
us by Canon, claiming that it is a 
photo quality inkjet printer that is 
very economical to use. We tested 
the printer with Canon Photo Paper 
Plus Glossy 11 275 gsm media. The 
E560 printed photographs well, but 
if you compare them with dedicated 
photo printers, there is still a long 
way to go. Colour gamut was decent 
for everyday printing, but not for 
photo printing. Text reproduction 
was satisfactory with the printer 
producing sharp images and we did 
not observe any moire patterns in 
closely spaced lines. 

The overall contrast was low, and 
the prints appeared hazy. The 
blacks were never true black unless 
you printed them in greyscale. 

The scanner also produced grainy 
images and inconsistent colours. In 
many images, we could see coloured 
patterns. In High Quality mode, the 
printer reproduced an A4 borderless 
print in 3 minutes and 42 seconds, 
while in Standard Quality mode, it 
printed in 1 minute and 35 seconds. 

The yield of a printer depends on 
the colours and colour depth of 
photographs. In our test printing, we 
used photographs with varying colour 
depths. We used new cartridges and 
the colour cartridge lasted for about 
17 prints. The black ink might last 
a little longer since it has thrice the 
capacity that of the colour cartridge. 
This is not very economical for 
photo reproduction.
